To the Chairman and Members of the Fylde Rural District Council. 


Mr. Chairman, Lady and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present to you the Annual Report of the 
Medical Officer of Health for the year 1965. 


Dr. Robertson Wilson retired from the position as your 
Medical Officer of Health during August and I then took up my 
duties, I would like to express my appreciation of the warm 
welcome accorded to me by the Health Committee and the Staff 
of the Health Department. 


The vital statistics for the area remained generally 
satisfactory during the year. 


During the summer of 1965 an explosive outbreak of milk 
borne paratyphoid fever occurred. The infected milk was produced 
at a farm at Singleton and was retailed over a wide area of the 
Fylde, including the County Borough of Blackpool and Poulton-le-= 
Fylde. It is known that over eight hundred people became infecteds 
there may have been many more, Fortunately the illness was of the 
mild food poisoning variety and was not as severe as is sometimes 
seen in paratyphoid fever. This outbreak again shows the dangers 
of allowing large quantities of milk to be sold to the public in 
an untreated condition, Unfortunately many members of the general 
public do not fully realize the risks involved.

There are seven bakers and/or confectioners in the district. 
all premiscs were found to be satisfactory and no formal action 
was required. 142 visits were made to food premises of all kinds. 
No serious contravention of the food hygiene reguiations was 
found, and minor defects were remecied without the need for any 
action. 


Forty—~eight premises were registered for the sale of ice= 
eream. Of these, 5 sell loose ice-cream; two scil loose and 
wrapped; and 41 sell wrapped ice~cream only. 3 vremises are 
registered for the manufacture of ice-cream, and all use the hot- 
mix method of production. Twenty-seven samples of ice-cream 
were submitted to the laboratory for examination, and all except 
two proved satisfactory to the tests carried out, Thirty-two 
inspections were made at ice~cream premises. Four premises are 
registered for the manufacture of cooked meat products, and all 
premises were satisfactory.

No action was necessary under the Public Health (Prevention 
of Tuberculosis) Regulations, 1925. 


Under Regulation 20 of the Milk and Dairies (General) 
Regulations, 1959, 14 notices were served requiring 
pasteurisation of milk found to be infected with brucella 
organisms; eight notices were withdrawn, As described in 
previous reports, the result of all this sampling, reporting, 
serving and withdrawing of notices, checking and re-checking is 
practically nil. 


EACTORIES 


There were 65 factories on the register on the 31st 
December, 1965. 27 inspections were made and one notice was 
Served in connection with insufficient or unsuitable or 
defective sanitary accommodation. With ebvout five exceptions 
the factories are mainly cf ths small owner-occupied type.

PUBLIC CLEANSING AND SALVAGE 


The Council provides a weekly collection of refuse in all 
Parishes, and all refuse is disposed of at the Whinbrick tip. A 
new collection vehicle incorporating rear loading and compression 
was brought into service in the middle of the year, and the 
advantages of such a vehicle soon became apparent. One 12 cu.yde 
Ford Diesel vehicle was disposed of, and the present establishment 
of vehicles consists of one Dennis Paxit III A 50 cu.yd. rear 
compressor, and three 18 cuew yd. Karrier diesel fore and aft 
tippers. One 12 cu. yde fore and aft Karrier is helc in reserve 
for breakdowns and special collections. 

The staff was increased by one collector, and nineteen men, 
including four drivers, were employed upon refuse collection. 

One man is employed as salvage baler, and another as tip attendant. 
Day to day supervision is exercised by a foreman under the general 
direction of the Public Health Inspectore

MOVEABLE DWELLINGS 


There were 84 sites in the area used for camping purposes 
during 1965,0f these 7 were licensed under Section 269 of the 
Public Health Act, 19363; 72 were licensed under the Caravan Sites 
and Control of Development Act, 19603; and 5 were unauthorised sites 
used for tents during the summer. 


The number of caravans concerned in those sites licensed under 
the 1960 Act was 2,394 and it is estimated that the maximum number 
of campers resident in the area at one time during the summer 
season was between 5 and 6 thousand. 


There were 379 caravans in the area which are used for 
residential purposes. 173 visits were made to caravan and camping 
sitese 

Successful lezal proceedings against contraventions of the 
1960 Act were taken in four cases. 


During. the year the Council acquired a sma 
caravans at Peel, being part of a larger area o1 
at some future date to clear up the very unsati 
development existing at the present time. 

38 visits were made to the Municipal Site, and everything went 
well for the first season of operation.
